NEW YORK, DEC. 19.—TWO

New York, Dec. 19.—The first words 


to be spoken to their rescuers by the 
two men imprisoned forty fe«t tfetp in 
the Penna tunnel, came through an 
iron pipe at noon today. 


"For God's sake hurry up" was the 


message. The speaker said no more 
than this to indicate what his plight 
might be. 


The rescuing party then had only 7 


feet more to drill through the cement 
roof of the tunnel where the men have 
been burried for 36 hours., The mes- 
sage was transmitted through the pipe 
which is being used to pump air into 
the tunnel, it was expected that sev- 
eral hours would be required to 
dig 


through tire cement barrier. 


Morning Story. 


New York,-Dec. !'».—Two nivn bur- 


led forty feet' ilcep in a tunnel, facing 
death in three different

starvation, suffocating or 'drowning, 


ui about 200 of their comrades a 
ft* foot above them digging to save 


their lives was the situation today 
at tile Pennsylvania Railroad tunnel 
in Long Isiaml City. For inore than 
30 hours these two 
workmen 
Have 


€n entombed in this tunnel by the 


cave in of its mouth, and with no 
means certain that there are only 
two men buried. The police of Long 
Island City say there are six. 


The tunnel is being -built under the 


East .Rive;- to Manhattan Island, hut 
the entombed men arc not under tiie 
river bed. They arc sealed up in the 
approach under bong Island City and 
it is reported that the water-from the 
river which, now fills the part of the 
tunnel iHroctly under the river hed 
is kept from the by the force of the 
compressed air continually pumped in- 
to their prison eham'ix-r. The workers 
assert, that the water must have flow- 
ed into the Dart of the tunnel where 
their comrades are buried and that 
they have saved themselves from its 
rise by climbing upon a ledge of rock 
on the roof of the tunnel. The rescu- 
era are sinking a 
forty 
foot shaft 


straight toward the root of the tun- 
nel, as near to the place where the 
workmen are supposed to be as pos- 
sible. There is danger that at last when 
the shaft pierces the roof of the tun- 
nel, 
it will let the pressed air out 


and allow the water to engulf the men 
before their comrades can take them 
out. 


The life shaft was 30 feet deep to- 


day 
sbut there was still about ten 


feet of solid concrete 
forming 
the 


roof of the tunnel to be peirced. This 
was the work of several hours, involv- 
ing the use of-dynamite to expedite 
it if at any time the signals of the 
buried men became faint and indicat- 
ed that some thing had gone wrong 
in their tunnel chamber. They signal- 
led incessantly by rapping on the 
iron pipes through which air is being 
pumped ito thtem. 
-Watching -every 


move of the diggers from the mouth 
of the life shaft last night was Mrs. 
Frank Cale, the wife of one of the 
men believed to be in the tunnel. To- 
day she was joined 'by her four chil- 
dpen to watch the final piercing of the 
tunnel. 


What will be done at the moment 


whon the tunnel roof is opened has 
caused the, workers much worry. 
It 


has been planned to have divers ready 
to cuter the hole if the water rises 
too high and at leant to 'be prepared 
to drop n boat through the opening 
in case the men are not near enough 
to be reached by any other means.

sired to be the first to obtain money. 
Caere was but one policeman on duty 
n front of the building, and he was 
Hjpelessly over-matched. He sent in 
a call for aid, and in a short time 
jieut. Hartford with a detail of offic- 
ers had arrived and formed the de- 
positors in a long line. The pushing 
and shoving by persons who wanted

Soluble glass, or water glass, as it 


Is sometimes called, is tin artificial sili- 
cate of sodium or potassium or a dou- 
ble silicate of both of these alkalis, and 
thus in Its essential ingredients the 
same as ordinary glass. But ordinary 
glass is to n slight estejit soluble in 
water, owing to the "alkali which. it 
contains, and by varying the propor- 
tion of the alkaline constituents the 
compound becomes readily soluble to 
any desired degree. 
Attention was 


first directed to it by Fucbs, a German 
chemist, about 1S24. It has been used 
to some extent, and quite successfully, 
in preventing the decay of stone walls 
and edifices under the action of tin.' 
weather. The surface is covered v.'ith 
a coating of a suitable solution, and, 
the .water soon evaporating, a thin, 
transparent glaze is left over the stone, 
effectually protecting it from ihe dis- 
integrating action of the atmosphere.
